up its policies and Sacramerto

Associated Students sponsored 
activities and their funds should 
be cleared up 

The ASSSC receives most of its 
funds from the $10 activity fee 
collected from the students each 
semester. Although the legislature 
has certain powers to control 


these funds such as setting the 
maximum fee to be charged and 
defining which activities can be 
sponsored, they do not interfere 
with the expenditure of the funds 
The Student Senate is the body 
which controls ASSSC funds, and 
they have the final say on where 
and how these funds will be speni 


subject only to the college 
President's approval 
The result is that ASSSC 


activities are not affected by state 


education cutbacks unless 
influences such as advisors paid by 


the state for that activity are 
involved. These activities include 
intramural sports, intercollegiate 
athletics, academic and 
community affairs, cultural 
programs, fine arts, orientation 


and other miscelianeous activities 
including publications itself 


Clubs 


Of course the many clubs and 
Organizations associated with the 
college are not funded by the 
associated students. In short, the 
final answerable body as to which 
activities will receive what amount 
of money, is the Student Senate 

This does not mean however, 


that these activities do not have 
financia! woes. In the first place, 
some activities such as 


intercollegiate sports, publication, 


mandatory, so if the student 
wished to continue going to SSC 
he must pay. There are several 
courses, however, which a student 
may take if he doesn’t approve of 
the manner in which these funds 
are handled 


Persuasion 


Of course the most obvious and 
direct method would be to go to 
the student senator of his same 
major and persuade him to take 
some action on the problem. If 
the student is still not satisfied, he 
may take his problem to one of 
the members of the Board of 
Fiscal Matters, a body made up of 
5 students, | faculty member, the 
Dean of Students and ASSSC 
manager John Krier. This board 
has the responsibility to review 
and make tentative 
recommendations on the budget

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Editor's note: This is the second installment of « 
five-part series dealing with the office of college 
Ombudsmen. The first four installments of the series 
are comprised of edited portions of a report compiled 
by Sally Wagner, the gradute assistant to the 
Ombudsman. The series is a report on the role and 
the activities of the ombudsman as he dispenses the 
duties of his office. 


The other two students had both taken graduate 
covrses as undergraduates. When accepted as 
graduate students the petitioned to have these 
courses accepted for graduate study. They were both 
denied credit because college policy says you must 
have a 2.75 GPA to take graduate courses for credit 
while an undergraduate and neither of them did. 
Neither of them was informed of this policy when 
they picked up the petitions to take graduate courses 
as undergraduates. 

From the point of view of administering an 
institution composed of many thousands of students 
it is no doubt essential that certain rules be 
established to maintain order and to keep the 
machinery running. But from the point of view of 
these two students, it was invonceivable that they 
could complete six and fifteen units, respectively, of 
“A” and “B” work and then be denied credit for all 
that work because of some arbitrary rule. 

These three cases raise a larger issue, i.e., is this 
whole area of policy on GPA requirements for 
increased course work valid. The rules were intended 
to protect students from attempting a work load they 
presumably would be unable to handle. That these 
three students completed the work successfully puts 
the lie to the assumption underlying the policy 
Beyond that, the question is: should students decide 
for themselves what work they think they’re capable 
of doing or should that decision be made for them by 
administrators? As one of the students put it, “I feel 
that I should be the one to determine how much I 
can do because I’m the one who must take the 
consequences.” 

In all these cases, the Ombudsman supported the 
students, who got full credit for the graduate 
students’ classes and permission for the other student 
to take all twenty-five units 

The Ombudsman’s presence was useful in getting 
the students’ grievances’ resolved But the 
Ombudsman’s role, as it began to take shape in 
practice this past year, goes beyond simply getting 
special consideration for specific individuals, to 
pointing out to the entire college community the 
problem areas that exist and suggesting alternative 
programs to handle them. 


Personal problems 

Can I get into the MA program with my low GPA” 
I’ve been disqualified: how can I work to get back in? 
How do I go about getting a _ psychiatric 
leave-of-absence from school? I got an “F” in a class a 
long time ago: can I get it removed from my record? 
I’m getting married at Christmas and want to leave 
school to go with my husband then: how can I leave 
before the semester ends? I’m upset about a professor 
not getting promoted: what can I do to support his 
case? 

These were the simplest kinds of advice requests. A 
phone call or two, or sometimes just relying on the 
knowledge accumulated in the course of a number of 
years at SSC, can enable the Ombudsman to advise 
the student on what to do or who to see. This is not 
to imply that these requests aren’t important. Often, 

when a student finds her or himself in just this 
sort of situation, one not covered by standardized 
rules, that she/he may feel most isolated and 
impotent to deal with the bureaucracy. 

Four cases in this area were very long and involved. 
They deal., not with one single aspect of s student’s 
college life but rather, with his/her academi eer in 
totai-including personal life and finance. 

A student underwent a deep personal trauma and, 
as a result, was unable to finish the semester. Because 
of the personal crisis he was undergoing, he wasn’t 
able to go through the hassle of contacting his 
professors, explaining the situation and asking to 
drop. The Ombudsman took care of the drop 
procedure, arranged for a loan through Financial Aids 
and made an appointment for the student with the 
Counseling Center. 

Three students with money problems requested 
advice: two of them were referred to the Financial 
Aids Office. The third case required a good deal of 
research. 

A woman wanted Federal housing near Sacramento 
State and, if she could move into a Federal housing 
project, she needed furniture. The Ombudsman 
investigated the Federal housing situation in 
Sacramento, gave her the information and helped her 
obtain money for furniture. 


Administration dispute 
Rigid policy application with “No exceptions”: 
Students making complaints in this area were not 
questioning the content of the policy but, rather, the 
method of implementing it. The rigid, ‘no 
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Ombudsman on campus

exceptions” attitude with which the policy was 
administered was the basis of the complaints 

A student registered for a class which was cancelled 
and renumbered without her knowledge. She did all 
the work, attended class regularly and was informed 
by the Registrar’s office, half way through the 
semester, that she would have to pay late registration 
fees to add the renumbered class and drop the 
cancelled one. The student felt this was an unfair use 
of policy, in her case, since she had never been 
informed of the paper-work change in the class 
number and yet was being asked to pay an additional 
fee. Solution: The Ombudsman represented her case 
and the adjustments were made without charge 

The other cases centered around -igid policies in 
dorm refunds, transcripts, grade changes and 
technical failure (““TF’’) grades. 

Ir every case, except one, concerning local policy, 
the responsible administrator(s) agreed with the 
Ombudsman that special circumstances prevailed and 
waived the policy. In the one case in which special 
consideration was denied, a compromise solution was 
worked out 

Two complaints were registered about parking 
tickets that students felt they had received unfairly. 
In both cases, the Ombudsman, after reviewing the 
information, decided there were no_ special 
circumstances operative which would justify a policy 
waiver. However, in these cases, when combined with 
other complaints about parking policies there is an 
indication that the whole area of parking has 
sufficient problems to warrant re-examination 

Out-of-state 

Three students complained about the rigidity of 
residency requirements for in-state tuition. One 
student, for example, was financially independent, 
had lived in California for three-and-one-half years

but, becasue he was under twenty-one and his parents 
had moved out of state a year ago, had to pay 
out-of-state tuition. Residency requirements are not 
set by the local campus or even the State College 
system; they are determined by the Legislature 
Special consideration of policy in light of individual 
circumstances is not possible, therefore, as it is with 
campus-made policy. The Chancellor's office will 
make legal judgments when the local campus is not 
certain of the legal validity of a residency claim, but 
the determination is always made relative to the law 
and not to the individual’s position 


There was an attempt made this year, by the 
Ombudsman at San Diego State College, to loosen the 
residency-requirement laws. The graduate assistant to 
the Ombudsman here appeared before’ the 
appropriate committee of the Assembly to testify in 
favor of the bill that was introduced (Assembly Bill 
158). Unfortunately, the bill was referred fcr further 
study, so additional work by this office will be 
needed mext year. The residency laws are a 
cumbersome conglomerate of amendments, but the 
total revision and clarification that is needed will 
probably be slow in coming. 

Dispute with policy 

These complaints were brought by students who 
felt that specific college policies were unwise or 
unjust and who wanted them changed. The students 
were not asking that the policy be set aside in their 
individua! cases, they wanted the policy changed for 
all students. 

This area of complaints against policy had the least 
number of cases satisfactorily resolved. Some of the 
reasons have to do with the nature of the institution 
and some resulted from the way the Ombudsman 
defined his function. 

Policies made at the state level, by the Legislature 
and the Board of Trustees, are very nearly impossible 
to change, given the size and complexity of the 
decision-making body and the limited time and 
resources of this office. This is extremely frustrating 
in blatant cases of unjust policy, like part-time 
students not being allowed to vote in any election. 
But this situation will continue as long as a 
hierarchical decision-making system is in effect at the 
State Colleges, with those most affected by policy 
having the least say in determining it 


Administration dispute 


Malfunction-of-policy applications is an area of 
complaints that looks far different from the one 
before. Malfunction-of-policy disputes were much 
easier to deal with than disputes with policy itself 
because they were specific and individual. Policy was 
never under question; in each case, it was felt to be 
just. The plaintiffs were only upset by the lack of 
proper implementation of the policy. Examples 
Problem: A student got written approval for credit 
for two overlapping courses from the appropriate 
department chairman. A clerk refused to honor the 
memo, insisting instead on a rigid application of the 
written policy which stated credit was not to be given 
for both courses, when they overlapped. Solution 
The Ombudsman talked to the clerk’s superior, who 
agreed that the department chairman’s memo should 
be honored and started the machinery to give credit 
for both classes 

Special arrangements were made in four cases to 
rectify the situation resulting from 
malfunction-of-policy application. 

Problem: Two different students’ records were 
okeyed for graduation and then, afier the deadline 
for graduate materials to be turned in, were informed 
that they lacked sufficient units to graduate 

Solution: The Ombudsman, working with the 
appropriate administrator and individual professors, 
was able to get Independent Study classes for the 
students, with special allowances made for them to 
add the units and get credit for graduation. This 
problem, of informing students late that they needed 
more units to graduate, happened several more times 
and the administrator involved agreed to work with 
his staff to speed up graduation evaluations. 


Financia! Aids Dispute 


Emergency loans were denied because the students 
didn’t meet the qualifications set up for applicants. 
The Ombudsman appealed the students’ cases and all 
got loans. In addition, the really arbitrary 
qualifications which had no relationship either to the 
students’ needs or abilities to repay were eliminated. 

As a means of €nsuring repayment of emergency 
loans, holds are placed on students’ records after the 
deadline to repay has passed. Three students, who 
needed their holds iifted to register for classes or send 
transcripts, worked out special repayment plans 
through the Ombudsman. The plans were accepted by 
Financial Aids and the holds were removed from their 
records 

There were also complaints related to Work Study. 
Some were individual situations regarding eligibility 
and paychecks which were straightened out, but 
others reflected two difficult problem areas, i.e.: 1) 
what to do about self-supporting minors; and 2) what 
to do about students whose hourly wages aren’t high 
enough to allow them to make the money allocated 
them in the fifteen hours a week they’re allowed to 
work

There has been a continuing trend among certain students who 
patronize the north dining hall of the food service wing to cheat the 
coffers of the Hornet Feundation by stealing lunches through devious 
methods 

The usual ploy observed is one where a student loads up a tray and 
then under the pretense of needing a napkin or eating utensil, deposits 
the tray for a student on the other side of the barrier to pick up and 
disappear with back to the table One student employed in this type of 
activity can get away with two or three lunches before paying is 
deemed necessary.
